Four People

Vaccine Booster shots now available 


Eligible residents can now receive their booster shots through health 
department, other providers for Moderna, J&J and Pfizer vaccines 


Following approval by fed- 
eral agencies, various individ- 
uals who received the 
Moderna COVID-19 vaccine 
are now eligible to get a 
booster shot 6 months follow- 
ing completion of their pri- 
mary series. This includes 
people ages 65 and older; indi- 
viduals 18 through 64 years of 
age at high risk of severe 
COVID-19 due to underlying 
health conditions; and those 
at high risk of COVID-19 in- 
fection due to occupational or 
institutional exposure. Every- 
one who received the Johnson 
& Johnson (J&J) should get a 
booster dose if it has been 
two months since their first 
dose. 

The approval late last week 
of a booster for those origi- 
nally receiving the Moderna 
and J&J vaccines by the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, is in ad- 
dition to an earlier approval 
for a booster shot for those el- 
igible who previously re- 
ceived a Pfizer vaccine. 

“We know the vaccines 
work and the booster will in- 
crease that level of protec- 
tion,” said Dr. Joshua 
Meyerson, Medical Director 
for the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. “We are 
urging those who are eligible 
to receive the booster shot to 
do so by making an appoint- 
ment at any of our clinics in 
our four-county jurisdiction,” 
he said, adding that, based on 
availability, COVID-19 clinics 
should have all three vaccines 
available for clients. 

There are now booster rec- 
ommendations for all three 
available COVID-19 vaccines 
in the United States. Eligible 
individuals may choose 
which vaccine they receive as 
a booster dose. Some people 
may have a preference for the 
vaccine type they originally 
received, and others may pre- 
fer to get a different brand. 
CDC’s recommendations now 
allow for this type of mix and 
match dosing for booster 
shots. 

For individuals who re- 
ceived an mRNA (Pfizer- 
BioNTech or Moderna) 
COVID-19 primary vaccine, 
the following groups are eligi- 
ble for a booster shot at six

After a careful examination 
of the latest data, and deliber- 
ative discussion around 
booster shots, the updated 
guidance from CDC follows 
the FDA’s October 20th 
amendment of the emergency 
use authorizations for 
COVID-19 vaccines to allow 
for the use of a single booster 
dose. Those who receive a 
Moderna booster will get a 
dose half the amount re- 
ceived during the primary se- 


ries. 
Those attending a clinic 
should bring their COVID-19 


vaccine card or immunization 


record with them when get- 
ting their booster dose, which 
are available through the 
health department or at any 
vaccine provider that have 
Pfizer, Moderna or Johnson 
and Johnson vaccines. 

The health department re- 


cently created documents list- 


ing COVID-19 vaccination 
clinics and testing sites in 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties. Resi- 
dents are urged to check the 
individual clinic sites listed 
for vaccine availability Mod- 
erna (age 18+), Pfizer (age 
12+), and Johnson & Johnson 
(age 18+). Parent/guardian 
must accompany minors.

The Michigan Association 
of County Clerks (MACC) is 
calling for citizens and ac- 
tivists to accept the Novem- 
ber 2020 election results in 
Michigan, including Antrim 
County, as proper. MACC 
recognizes that neither Sh- 
eryl Guy the Antrim County 
Clerk nor her office, did any- 
thing to purposefully gener- 
ate incorrect results 
initially reported for the No- 
vember 3, 2020 Presidential 
Election. Democratic and 
Republican members of 
MACC affirm that the issue 
was the result of an inno- 
cent human error, not the 
equipment, causing the elec- 
tion night results to be tem- 
porarily reported 
incorrectly. 

“Tn the end, the system 
worked in Antrim County. 
Clerk Guy caught the mis- 
take and corrected it,” said 
Lindsay Oswald, St. Joseph 
County Clerk. 

Election night results are 
designated “unofficial”, and 
only after a thorough exami- 
nation is conducted by each

Jordan, Mark Penzien listed 
several recently completed 
infrastructure projects that 
were done as a result of a 
“Healthy Process.” He stated 
that the Joining Jordan proj- 
ect was more than a physical 
project but a metaphor for 
joining East Jordan. “In 
many respects its time to con- 
nect all the dots, joining to- 
gether all the important 
issues to our city: safety, 
economy, culture, environ- 
mental stewardship, and 
physical design to bring to- 
gether visitors as well as 
those who call East Jordan 
their home.” He defined a 
Healthy process as listening, 
learning, thinking and mean- 
ingful action. He talked 
about using this process to 
tackle short term rentals, the 
need for affordable housing 
and balancing the growth 
and need for tourist lodging 
with year round housing. 
“Assuming a healthy process 
enables government to be 
more efficient.” He refer- 
enced the city’s master plan 
and the public outreach 
award the city won for in- 
cluding the public in its de- 
velopment. “Inclusiveness 


makes a better outcome, our 
citizens are paramount to the 
process.” He talked about 
plans to upgrade the harbor, 
expand the wildlife trails, up- 
grading the water and sewer 
system and creating a master 
plan for Elm Pointe. “...but 
were not done dreaming. We 
must dream together know- 
ing our mandates to listen, 
learn, think, and take the op- 
portunity to act. It takes our 
collective voice to bring to the 
surface the tradition of a bet- 
ter East Jordan and retain its 
heart and heritage.” 
Superintendent of East 
Jordan Public Schools, Matt 
Stevenson began his “State of 
the District” speech by an- 
nouncing the school’s confer- 
ence championship win 
during homecoming, the 
need for a 4th Kindergarten 
section and introduced 15 
new staff members including 
Murray the elementary com- 
fort dog. “We've seen a 
turnover of our phenomenal 
staff. We have retired some 
amazing teachers and we are 
replacing them with top 
notch candidates,” he said. 
“East Jordan is attracting top 
notch candidates, there’s a 
buzz, there’s something that 
people are hearing and 
they’re deciding to come 
work for us.” He thanked the 
community for the passage of 
the recreational millage to 
maintain and operate the 
pool, explained that HVAC 
funds were spent on air filtra- 
tion, air sanitation and air 
conditioning systems in both 
buildings and praised the fi- 
nalization of the parking 
project on the Porter Street 
property. He revealed the 
school’s updated Strategic 
Action Plan’s areas of focus 
that include social-emotional 
wellness, academic success 
and parent engagement. He 


concluded by stating that last 
year students earned $198,890 
in local scholarships. “I do 
not know of another commu- 
nity our size that provides 
that number of dollars for 
our kids to expand their edu- 
cation, expanding their edu- 
cation to college, expanding 
their education to career and 
technical schools, expanding 
their education to learning a 
skill to make them a valuable 
component to our society,” he 
said. 

President of the Northern 
Lakes Economic Alliance, 
David Emmel discussed the 
need to grow the workforce 
and focused a great deal of 
his speech to the fifty senior 
students in the audience. “We 
will never go back to pre-pan- 
demic economic conditions. 
This event has changed the 
economy permanently,” he 
said. “The challenge for us is 
to get through the acceptance 
of that, perhaps the grieving 
of the loss of our prior eco- 
nomic conditions and our op- 
portunities and then the 
optimism to look forward to 
what’s coming.” He talked 
about the 28.8% decline in the 
workforce since 2005 and the 
aging population. Addressing 
the students he said, ““We 
need you here, you may fall 
out of love with your commu- 
nity of East Jordan but you 
may find a different place in 
the region that is a better fit 
for you. Go there. Work there. 
Be part of the community. If 
East Jordan is your place, 
come back, go experience the 
world, go to college, go try 
something, come back. We 
need you here.” Emmel ex- 
plained that disruptions, like 
the pandemic, in markets 
yields way for innovation and 
urged East Jordan to con- 
tinue to problem solve, iden- 
tify opportunities and look 


for markets. “We look for- 
ward to watching this com- 
munity blossom and grow.” 

Executive Director of 
Housing North, Yarrow 
Brown didn’t pull any 
punches describing the re- 
gional housing shortage. She 
stated that wages have risen 
by 6% and real estate has 
risen by 60%. “We need more 
homes that are less than 
$200,000 and rents that are 
less than $1,000 in our com- 
munity.” She then outlined a 
partnership between various 
municipalities and organiza- 
tions that are working on the 
problem including a pilot 
program discussed at the 
most recent East Jordan City 
Commission meeting. “We 
do have a real need but we 
also feel that there are some 
solution if we work to- 
gether.” 

East Jordan DDA Board 
Chair, Thomas Teske bright- 
ened up the room with pic- 
tures of the completed 
Joining Jordan project, Art 
Walk and upcoming Sports- 
man Park project. He then 
showed maps of upcoming 
streetscape projects planned 
for the East Jordan DDA dis- 
trict, which encompasses 
most of the city. These proj- 
ects include new traditional 
iron light posts and new real 
stone planters and tree 
grates. “I think we are all en- 
gaged and really focused on 
planning for the future.” 

“T was asked to expound on 
the state of the community. A 
community that I love, pray 
for and have tremendous 
hope for. Being fully aware of 
the challenges before us. Iam 
pleased to report today that 
the state of the community is 
strong, vibrant and grow- 
ing,” said Penzien. 


Gaylord man sent to prison after years 
of DNR-related violations 


A Gaylord man was re- 
cently convicted in Otsego 
County Circuit Court on sev- 
eral charges ranging from 
wildlife and felony weapons 
violations to third-offense 
drunken driving and being a 
habitual offender. 

Cecil Edward Day Jr., 56, is 
currently serving up to 7 1/2 
years in state prison for his 
involvement in three sepa- 
rate incidents that Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources conservation officers 
have been investigating since 
2018. 

“This individual was a 
thief of our natural re- 
sources,” said Sgt. Mark 
DePew, Michigan DNR Law 
Enforcement Division, who 
led the investigations. “Our 
officers’ teamwork should be 
a lesson to those who seek to 
steal fish and game from the 
citizens of this state.” 


Cecil Edward Day Jr., 56, is currently 
serving up to 7 1/2 years in state 
prison for his involvement in three 
separate incidents that Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources con- 
servation officers have been 
investigating since 2018 (Michigan 
Department of Corrections photo). 


Conservation Officers Tom 
Oberg, Kyle Cherry and 
DePew conducted separate 
investigations over a three- 
year period that resulted in 
numerous convictions. 

On Sept. 8, Day pleaded 
guilty before a judge and was 
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convicted of the following: 

¢ 2018: Intentionally dis- 
charging a firearm from a 
motor vehicle and possession 
or taking of an illegal deer. 
He was sentenced to 13 


months in jail, loss of weapon 


used and ordered to pay fines 
totaling $1,836. 

¢ 2019: Possession of a 
firearm by a felon and using 
another’s hunting license. He 
was sentenced to 13 months 
in jail, loss of weapon used 
and ordered to pay fines to- 
taling $1,458. 

¢ 2020: Operating a motor 
vehicle while being intoxi- 
cated (third offense) and 
being a habitual offender. He 
was sentenced to serve 16 
months to 7 1/2 years in 
prison and to pay fines total- 
ing $958. 

The three sentences will 
run concurrently. Day 
started serving his prison 


sentence Sept. 13. Of his total 
$4,254 in fines assessed, $2,000 
was ordered paid to the 
state’s Fish and Game Fund 
as restitution for the loss of 
game.

Back in 2004 a group of 
East Jordan residents includ- 
ing local citizens, community 
advocates, and business 
stakeholders would, once in 
a while, talk about an idea 
they shared for East Jordan. 
This year they have met once 
a month to discuss the first 
of hopefully many projects 
that have grown from those 
ideas. They are recognized 
by the city as the Jordan 
River Pathway Trail Commit- 
tee and the project is a trail 
system that will span from 
downtown East Jordan to 
Rogers Road along the west 
side of the Jordan River. “I 
think you could say this idea 
really started with Joel 
Evans. He had a dream of a 
nature area out there,” said 
Mayor Mark Penzien who 
sits on the committee. 

In 2014, after ten years of 
what-ifs, they actively began 
exploring how to expand and 
connect the walkable trails 
included in the publically 
owned Conservation land 
that includes the Dressel Na- 
ture Preserve and the Rogers 
Family Homestead Nature 
Preserve as well as city 
owned property. During this 
time property owners were 
identified (there is only one 
other than the Little Tra- 
verse Land Conservancy, 
DNR, Friends of the Jordan 
and the city), and a prelimi- 
nary pathway was proposed, 
including potential bridge lo- 
cations. The project was then 
set aside because the city had 
more pressing infrastructure 
needs.

As 
currently planned, the Pfizer 
vaccine for ages 5-11 will bea 
formulation of 10 mcg (com- 
pared to 30 mcg for ages 12 
and older) and be packaged 
with an orange cap to differ- 
entiate it from the purple 
capped vial for those 12 and 
older. 

However, at this time, no 
COVID-19 vaccine is yet ap- 
proved and available to this 
age group, and 
parents/guardians will need 
to wait to schedule the vac- 
cine for their children under 
the age of 12 until authoriza- 
tion is given by the FDA. 

Until the vaccine is avail- 
able for this younger popula- 
tion, the best practice for 
good health remains mitiga- 
tion measures including 
wearing a mask in indoor set- 
tings that properly covers the 
mouth and nose, washing 
hands frequently, staying 


home if you are sick, and get- 
ting tested if you show any 
symptoms or are exposed to 
someone with COVID-19. 

In addition, the health de- 
partment is awaiting final 
word from federal agencies 
before being able to offer the 
general public a Moderna or 
J&J booster shot for those 
who are six months out from 
receiving their vaccinations. 
Booster doses for both Mod- 
erna and J&J vaccines could 
begin as early as next week. 

The health department re- 
cently created documents 
listing COVID-19 vaccination 
clinics and testing sites in 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties. Resi- 
dents are urged to check the 
individual clinic sites listed 
for vaccine availability Mod- 
erna (age 18+), Pfizer (age 
12+), and Johnson & Johnson

CHAPTER 46, ARTICLE IV SUPPLEMENTAL REGULATIONS, SECTION 46-746 DUPLEX 


DWELLINGS 


Article IV Supplemental Regulations 


* Sec. 48-680. Duplex dwellings 


(a) Purpose. The purpose of the duplex home is to provide for relatively small and less ex- 
pensive type of housing, as well as a broader range of choice of housing types to people who 
desire to live in the city in small condominium, owner or rental units, and their normal acces- 
sory uses which are compatible, supportive or convenient to the residents living within such a 
district. 


(b). General requirements. 


(1) Lot area. Each set of duplex dwelling units in a duplex dwelling unit shall occupy a lot or 
parcel comprising not less than 9,000 square feet, except for existing duplexes on lots of 
record existing prior to the adoption of the ordinance shall be permitted to have one duplex lo- 
cated upon them. 


(2) Lot width. Minimum of 60 feet, except lots of record existing prior to the adoption of the 
ordinance from which this section is derived. 


(3) Lot coverage. Maximum of 40 percent. 
(4) Number of dwelling units per gross acre. Six dwelling units. 
(5) Yard and setback requirements. 


a. Front yard. Minimum of 15 feet from the street right-of-way line unless a 
greater setback is specified in the master plan for streets and highways, whichever is 
greater. 


b. Side yards. Minimum shall be 10 feet unless a greater setback is specified in the 
master plan for streets and highways, whichever is greater. 


c. Rear yard. Minimum of 25 feet. 


(6) Height limitations. Maximum of two stories or 30 feet, except that detached accessory 
structures shall not exceed 15 feet. 


(7) Spacing between buildings. Spacing between buildings shall be at least the height of the 
highest of the adjacent buildings with a minimum of 20 feet 


(8) Floor area requirements. Minimum standards for total floor area for each type of duplex 
family dwelling unit shall be as follows: 


a. Efficiency: 450 square feet. 

b. One bedroom: 600 square feet. 

c. Two bedrooms: 750 square feet. 

d. Three bedrooms: 960 square feet. 

e. Each additional bedroom: 100 square feet. 


(9) Number of duplex dwelling units per building. No duplex-family residential structure shall 
contain more than two dwelling units. 


(10) All duplex-family dwelling units shall be connected to the available public water supply 
system and wastewater sanitary sewer system on a permanent basis. 


(11) Ingress and egress of driveways shall be provided from an impervious hard surface 
paved street. Drives and parking shall be located at least 10 feet from any building and shall 
have at least a 12-foot-wide, paved surface for automobiles. 


(12) Off-street parking shall be provided with each dwelling unit having two spaces. Effi- 
ciency units may have one parking space. 


(13) Duplex construction should have roofed front and/or side porches with paved walks to 
the main entrance. Only one entrance door is allowed on any one side of the structure. A mini- 
mum of 25% of the structure on any street side will be windows. Parking and garage access 
should be from an alley and be located behind the main structure.

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Norwood Township 
Ordinance Number 2 of 2021 


At their regular meeting held on October 18, 2021 the Norwood Board of Trustees passed an Ordinance 
to amend the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance, Article II Rules of Construction and Definitions 
and Article III General Provisions pertaining to the storage of recreational vehicles and camping within 
the township. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF NORWOOD HEREBY ORDAINS: 


SECTION 2. AMENDMENT OF ARTICLE II, SECTION 2.02 
Article II Rules of Construction and Definitions, Section 2.02 Definitions, is hereby amended to 
replace the following existing definitions to read in their entirety as follows: 


Camping: to temporarily occupy a Recreational Unit. 


Campsite: Any plot of land within a campground intended for occupancy by a camping 
unit or units under the control of a camper. 


Campground: Any parcel or tract of land licensed by the State of Michigan, under the control of 
any person wherein sites are offered for the use of the public or members of an organization, 
either free of charge or for a fee for the establishment of temporary living quarters for five (5) or 
more Recreational Unit. 


Dwelling Unit: A building or portion of a building, either site-built or pre-manufactured which has 
sleeping, living, cooking and sanitary facilities and can accommodate one family, either permanently or 
transiently. In the case of buildings, which are occupied in part, the portion occupied shall be considered 
a dwelling unit, provided it is in conformance with the criteria for dwellings. In no case shall a travel 
trailer, recreational unit, truck, bus, motor home, tent or other such portable structures be considered a 
dwelling unit. 

Recreational Unit: Means a tent or vehicular-type structure, primarily designed as temporary living 
quarters for recreational, camping, or travel use, which either has its own motive power or is mounted 
on or drawn by another vehicle which is self-powered. A tent means a collapsible shelter of canvas or 
other fabric stretched and sustained by poles and used for camping outdoors. Recreational unit includes 
the following: 


1. A travel trailer, which is a vehicular portable structure, mounted on wheels, of such a size or 
weight as not to require special highway movement permits when drawn by a vehicle, primarily de- 
signed and constructed to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, or travel 
use. 

2. A camping trailer, which is a vehicular portable structure mounted on wheels and constructed 
with collapsible partial sidewalls of fabric, plastic, or other pliable material which fold for towing 
by another vehicle and unfold at the campsite to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, 
camping, or travel use. 

3. A motor home, which is a vehicular structure built on a self-propelled motor vehicle chassis, pri- 
marily designed to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, or travel use. 

4. A truck camper, which is a portable structure designed to be loaded onto, or affixed to, the bed or 
chassis of a truck, constructed to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, or 
travel use. Truck campers are of 2 basic types: 

a. A slide-in camper, which is a portable structure designed to be loaded onto and unloaded 
from the bed of a pickup truck, constructed to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, 
camping, or travel use. 

b. A chassis-mount camper, which is a portable structure designed to be affixed to a truck 
chassis, and constructed to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, or travel 
use. 

5. A single sectional mobile home used only to provide temporary living quarters for recreational, 
camping, or travel use. Recreational unit does not include a mobile home used as a permanent 
dwelling, residence, or living quarters. 


Structure: Anything constructed or erected, either temporary or permanent, the use of which 
requires location on the ground or attachment to something having location on the ground. 
Driveways, septic systems, and septic tanks are excluded from this definition. 


Tent: A portable temporary structure of canvas or other strong cloth stretched and supported by 
poles and/or wires. 


SECTION 3. AMENDMENT OF ARTICLE III, SECTION 3.04 


Article III General Provisions, Section 3.04 Accessory Buildings, is hereby amended to add subsection I 
as follows: 

Section 3.04 — Accessory Buildings 

I. Accessory buildings shall be prohibited on vacant parcels. 


SECTION 3. AMENDMENT OF ARTICLE II, SECTION 3.11 
Article III General Provisions, Section 3.11 Recreation Vehicles, is hereby amended to read in its en- 
tirety as follows: 


3.11 — Storage of Recreational Vehicles 
The storage of recreational vehicles, except those on a parcel or lot that has been established as an ap- 
proved storage facility, shall be subject to the following: 


A. The outdoor storage of unoccupied recreational vehicles shall be limited to two (2) on any developed 
parcel with a principal structure. For the purposes of this Section, contiguous parcels under common 
ownership shall be considered as one (1) parcel. 

B. The outdoor storage of recreational vehicles on a vacant parcel is not allowed in the Agricultural, 
Conservation Reserve and Rural Residential Districts. 


C. The location of the recreational vehicle shall meet all setbacks for the zoning district in which it is 
stored, provided that no recreational vehicles shall be stored in any front yard except on waterfront 
parcels in which the recreational vehicle may be stored between the principal structure and the road but 
shall be prohibited from the waterfront side of the principal structure. 


D. Recreational vehicles shall not be parked overnight in any road rights-of-way or public spaces. 


E. Recreational vehicles shall be registered to the owner or occupant of the property and shall have a 
valid state license plate and must be operable. 


Section 3.12 — Camping 
Camping outside of an approved campground shall be subject to the following standards: 


A. General camping standards: 

1. For the purpose of this Section, contiguous parcels under common ownership shall be considered 
as one (1) parcel. 

2. A permit shall not be required for camping that meets the standards of this Section. 

3. A recreational unit shall be prohibited from being used as a short-term rental. 


B. Camping standards for developed parcels with a principal structure: 
1. All applicable setbacks for the zoning district in which a recreational unit is located shall apply. 
However, no placement or occupation of a recreational unit shall be allowed in a front yard of a 
non-waterfront parcel. Waterfront parcels shall be prohibited from placing a recreational unit on the 
waterside of the principal structure but may place a recreational unit in the front yard between the 
principal structure and road provided the front yard setback for the district is met. 
2.The maximum number of recreational units occupied at any time shall not exceed two (2) per 
parcel. 
3. The placement and occupation of recreational unit on a developed parcel shall be permitted May 
through November. The placement and occupation of recreational unit on a developed parcel shall 
be permitted December through April for not more than twenty (20) consecutive days. 

C. Camping standards for vacant parcels without a principal structure: 
1. Occupying a recreational unit on a vacant parcel in the R-1 Low Density Residential District 
shall be prohibited. 
2. All applicable setbacks for the zoning district in which a recreational unit is occupied shall apply. 
3. The maximum number of recreational units occupied at any time on parcels smaller than five (5) 
acres shall be two (2) per parcel, and for parcels five (5) acres or more shall be four (4) per parcel. 
4. The placement and occupation of recreational units on a vacant parcel shall be permitted year- 
round not to exceed thirty (30) consecutive days in any one calendar year. 
5. The parcel shall have a driveway approved by the governing road agency. 
6. Under no circumstances may permanent improvements to a vacant parcel be made to accommo- 
date camping, including but not limited to paved camping pads, septic systems, water wells, or 
electric utility grid hookups. 
7. Camping sites must be screened from road rights-of-way and neighboring residential uses or dis- 
tricts for the purposes of camping. 
8. Accessory buildings shall be prohibited on vacant parcels. 


This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) days after being published in a newspaper of 


general circulation within the Township.
